The fifteenth Mid-Iowa Coin-a-Rama is now past us and again the Board of Dir- 
ectors for the Iowa Numismatic Association was invited to conduct the interim 
business meeting for the I,N.A. at this Show. 

We are pleased to know that the committees continue to invite us and want 

to specifically thank the 1978 committee. 

The Board received a show convention report from the Davenport Club-(for those 
of you who may have missed the announcement, the State Convention whis year is 
in Davenport on October 7 & 8) and it was noted that everything is in good 
shape to date.
